Miss Julia Marlowe appeared before a smal! 
audience at the Grand last night as Viola in 
“Twelfth Night.“ In her page's costume of gray 
„ velvet. with jaunty cap and sword on side, she 
looked as pretty a boy as the poet could have 
imagined, and carried herself with easy grace, 
modesty, and a suggestion of femininity that 
was always present, yet never obtrusive. Her 
rendering of the beautiful and familiar lines was 
marked by simplicity ana purity of elocution. 
Her joyousness was full of girlish ingenuousness, 
and the pensive passages were delivered with 
delicate sensibility. In the sordid environment 
of the performance the absence of a poetical 
atmosphere from the personation is not, perhaps, 
to be attributed wholly to the young actress her- 
self. The company could not cope with the com- 
edy; and yet the part of Viola was always inter- 
esting, and sometimes charming, delicious in its 
quality of freshness, and rich in promise. If 
Miss Marlowe can keep her gift of sensibility 
from being dulled by the mechanism of stage 
routine and trust to her own intuition to dis- 
cover beauties of text, relying always upon them 
in preference to the tricks of the trade, she will 
deepen her talent and perfect her skill, both of 
which are already more pronounced than in any 
beginner within one’s observation. The produc-

He said the Coercion act had done little to 
suppress crime, but a great deal to alienate 
the shock to public opinion. The conviction 
of twelve members of the Commons would 
happily do more than anything else to 
bring about a settlement of the Irish 
question. They had seen how Irishmen 
could be arrested on English soil for crime 
created under the Coercion act—crime which 
did not exist in the English law. and for 
which Englishmen could not be arrested nor 
foreigners be surrendered. It was obvious 
the Government meant to pursue its policy 
of oppression in Ireland, refusing even to 
concede ‘a modicum of local self-govern- 
ment. Sir George reminded the «Jéad- 
ers of the Liberal-Unionists that “after 
six months of the Earl of Carnarvon’s 
régime they had advocated extension of local 
government in Ireland. Why were they now 
silent when the Tory Government had decid- 
ed to try to rule Ireland by coercion alone, ig- 
noring the policy of concession, without 
which it was impossible for a country to be 
peaceable and prosperous? 

Maj. Saunderson taunted Sir George with 
shirking an explanation of his change of 
He quoted extracts from Sir 
the league and 
Gladstone’s policy. Parnell, he said, com- 

ared Balfour toa vicious cat, and Healy 

ut a few short years o likened Sir 
George to a rat. The Parnellites and 
rats“ were close friends now in 
fighting with “cats.” Well, when rats 
fought with cats rats got the worst of it. 
Parnell’s attack upon the Government last 
evening was the weakest ever made in the 
House. This leader of the ieague could say 
nothing to justify the terrorism against 
which the Government was fighting to de- 
liver the people. Every man who really 
cared for the welfare of Ireland would ap- 
plaud the Government tor destroying an or- 
ganization preying upon the vitals of 
the country. The Parnelntes were 
men who were never law-abiding and 
who never would be, let the law be what it 
might. The Irishman was not a man who 
naturally sympathized with law of any kind. 
[Laughter.] Irishmen had virtues, but that 
was one of the defects of the race to which 
he himself belonged. He denounced Glad- 
stone as blinding the people to the immoral 
teachings of the league, and asked if the 
moral law of the Gladstonians, thou shalt 
not steai except from landlords,” was likely 
to educate the moral sense of the nation. 

Laboucbére said Maj. Saunderson was the 
mouthpiece of the Conservative Club, which 
had been formed to compel a reluctant Gov- 
ernment to protect the interests of Irish 
landlords. hen Saunderson taunted 
Trevelyan with changing his opinion he 
should remember he himself was once a 
Radical. [Laughter.] His speech was an 
evidence of the failure of coercion, because 
he demanded more coercion. [Cheers.] Nat- 
urally the Government, in order to retain the 
country’s support, told thém continued coer- 
cion would lead the Irish to abandon home 
rule and erect statues to the eminent uncle 
and his nephew. [Laughter.] The Govern- 
ment’s platitudes were worthy of Caiaphas 
and Pontius Pilate. Indeed, if there had 
been a press in Jerusalem then the organs of 
the Pharisees and Sadducees would. doubt- 
less have said the best part of the people was 
on the side of Pilate, and only the scum on 
the other side. He concluded with a severe 
attack on the Government with a reference 
tothe Mitchelistown affair, which, he said, 
demanded a strict inquiry. 

Sir Charles Russell, refuting Maj. Saunder- 
son’s statements, asserted to his knowledge 
that Gladstone had sent an apology to Col. 
Dolphing before there had been any question 
of legal threat. 

Thomas W. Russell (Liberal-Unionist) 
member for Tyrone, said he was disappointed 
with the Parnellites. To be sure, they re- 
membered Mitchelistown, but they ap- 
peared to have forgotten Tullamore, about 
which they made such a fuss during 
the recess. Russell made a long speech, 
in which he commended the Government’s 
policy and urged Balfour to go straight for- 
ward and have neither eyes nor ears for 
anything outside of the four corners of the 
law,and shut his eyes to the pestilential notion 
that members of the Commons, and priests 
should receive different treatment from that 
to which peasants were subjected. In due 
time Balfour would receive his reward. 
[Cheers.]

THE PEACE OF EUROPE, 


Completing Negotiations for a Russo- 

French Ailiauce—Fear of Bismarck. 

Lonpon, Feb. 15.—A dispatch from Vienna 
to the Standard says: The negotiations for 
a Russo-French alliance are in a forward 
condition, France only hesitates as to when 
the treaty ought to be signed and how to keep

NO PROTECTION FROM SMALL-POX. 


JAY GOUED. 


Steamers from Plague-Stricken Havana Ar- 
rive at New York Without Quarantine. 
New York, Feb. 14.— [Special. —Small-pox 

in its worst form has been raging in Cuba for 

months, and in Havana thousands have suc- 
cumbed to the disease. Still steamers con- 
tinue to make their regular trips between 

New York and Havana, and passengers from 

the plague-ridden town come to this city by 

scores. Vessels from Havana are not de- 
tained at quarantine, and are only subjected 

‘to the same examination that transatlantic 

steamers from healthy ports undergo, One 

of the engineers of the San Marcos, which 
arrived today, said: ‘‘Small-pox is going 
through the City of Havana and sparing 

nobody. I learned that during December 365 

deaths occurred, and nearly 200 died last 

month. The disease is not confined to 
any particular portion. It is everywhere. 

The city is spotted with it, and the rich as 

‘well as the poor are stricken, though the 

latter are of necessity the greater sufferers. 

The large hospital just outside the city is 

full of patients, and a shed, used formerly 

for guano, has been turned into a hospital. 

This, too, 1s filled to its utmost capacity. 

Vessels from Spain and all parts of Europe 

come and go as usual, and if any one desires 

to leave the city it only remains to secure a 

passport, which is obtained for #4. Freight 

business at the docks gues on as usual and 
people come and go as they please.“ 


WITHOUT FOOD OR SHELTER. 


Striking Cigarmakers Evicted for Non- 
Payment of Rent. 

New York, Feb. 14.—[Special.]—The strik- 
ing cigarmakers of Jacoby & Bookman’s fac- 
tory at East Thirty-eighth street and First 
avenue, who occupy the firm’s tenement 
buildings at Nos. 336, 338, and 340 East Thir- 
ty-eighth street, adjoining the factory, were 
evicted today for non-payment of rent.

Englewood’s Commercial Club. 

Justice R. H. White held C. L. Hoagland to 
the Criminal Court in bonds of $300 on a 
charge of selling liquor without a license. 
Hoagland lives in a portion of Engiewood in 
which the law forbids the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors. This district is about three 
miles long and one broad and it was a great 
hardship for the residents to be obliged to 
walk a mile or so for their 1 cocktail 
or evening nightcap.

oans and lamentations from the anti-prohi- 

iuonists, but about three years ago Hoag- 
land, who owned the Commercial Hotel on 
Sixty-third street, and a Mr. Wilson, who, in 
the good old days kept a saloon near the 
Rock Island tracks, got together, and, it is 
said, organized the Commercial Club. The 
only qualification necessary was 25 cents, 
which entitled a member to a key to a rear 
room in the hotel. The clubran along and 
the originators made lotsof money. But they 
became careless. Two gentlemen- who were 
interested in the observance of the laws 
went to the club and got a glass of beer. 
They then caused Hoagland's arrest. 

Pay for Imprisonment. 

John McGraw commenced suit before Jus- 
tice Prindiville to recover from the city thir- 
ty-four days’ pay at $3 a day for stone cutting 
done while a prisoner in the bridewell. 
McGraw was arrested Dec. 19 on a charge of 
assault. The officer who made the arrest did 
not see the alleged assault, and had no war- 
rant. The prisoner, was locked up at the 
armory and was taken before Justice R. H. 
White, who continued the case for ten days, 
and Dec. 29 changed the charge of assauit to 
disorderly conduct and sent McGraw to the 
bridewell on a $100 fine. Then Attorney 
Peterson ab hold of the case and applied to 
Judge Tuthill for a writ of habeus corpus on 
the ground that his client had been — 
arrested, and that Justice White h no 

wer to change the complaint. Judge Tut- 

M decided for the prisoner and he was re- 
leased from the bridewell, having served 
thirty-four days. It is now claimed that the 
city, having no right to imprison McGraw, 
should pay him for his time. The suit is 
nominally for $200, and will by heard by Jus- 
tice Prindiville Feb. 24. 

Burglars Still at Work. 

One of the burglaries which escaped ths 
eagle eyes of the police occurred Sunday 
night. The plumbing shop ot Jacob Becker, 
at Sedgwick and Centre streets, was broken 
into and $300 worth of lead pipe and brass 
fixtures taken. The neighbors say a police- 
man always stands at that corner. 

Monday night burglars attempted to rob 
the residence of W. J. White, No. 760 West 
Adams street. They entered through the 
skylight in the bathroom, but were heard by 
tne occupant of groom close by, who got up 
and called out. The burglars were fright- 
ened away. Persons living in that vicinity 
— that none of the street lamps in chat lo- 
cality were lighted. 


CHARGED WITH KILLING HI8 CHILD. 


Putting Idle Questions to 
Jurors. 

The preliminaries of the trial of August 
Hetzke, indicted for the murder of his son, a 
small boy whom the prisoner is alleged to 
have beaten to death, were continued yester- 
day morning before Judge Clifford at the 
Criminal Court. The examination of jurors 
occupied nearly all day. Some of the ques- 
tions propounded by counsel were so intri- 
cate that several times the Judge was obliged 
to interfere to warn them that this was not a 
psychological discussion. For example, on 
the subject of malice aforethought or implied 
malice, Attorney Elliott repeatedly asked a 
long, roundabout question the drift of which 
was whether the juror would consider the 
brutality of the perpetration of an offense as 
evidence that the offense itself was the re- 
sult of a malicious intent rather than of sud- 
den anger or passion. The word brutality 
seemed to act like a red rag on the attorneys 
for the defense, and each time it was uttered 
both sprang to their feet simultaneously, cry- 
ing 0 bject.” 

A gray-haired juror, being asked his opin- 
ion on the wpe tna ng A of parental corporal 
punishment, said: My father believed in 
spanking, and so do 1.“ 

Have you any evidence of your father’s 
belief in the efticacy of this treatment?“ 

**]T object,” interrupted Attorney Biester. 

During the cross-examination of the jurors 
at the opening of court, the prisoner, a 
shaggy-bearded man of about 45, seemed to 
feei keenly his position, and the frequent ap- 
plication of a huge red handkerchief to mop 
up the tears trickling down his cheeks 
served to have an effect on the sympathies of 
the jurors which Attorney Elliott did not at 
allrelish. In his examination therefore he 
included a question whether such outward 
signs of contrition would have any effect in 
causing jurors to view with leniency the 
crime of the accused if proved. This was 
the occasion ot more legal sparring, but the 
Judge ruled such a question to be in order, 
whereupon the prisoner dried his tears for 
good, and sat out the rest of the examination 
apparently as indifferent as he had previous- 
ly been agonized. 

One juror being asked if he considered 
drunkenness an excuse for crime, having re- 
plied in the negative, proceeded to enforce 
his denial by saying: I think I would pun- 
ish a man more for his actions when he was 
drunk than when he was sober.“ He was 
chailenged for cause and stepped down. 

Objection to capital punishment served as 
an excuse for a number of jurors; one man, 
however, was not as fortunate. e objected 
to hanging criminals on the score that the 
— ar yp was too light, but admitted that 

e would sacrifice his objection at the bid- 
ding of the court. 

Eight jurors were finally secured and the 
rest may be gotten by noon today.

THE CUDICIL SET ASIDE 


BECAUSE THE RECORDS OF BOSTON 
SHOW NO MARRIAGE, 


The Will of the Late Madison Beal Con- 
tested in Court and Decided in Favor 
of the Daughter—The Defendant Had 
No Marriage Certificate—The Claimants 
to $2,000—The Lease of the Le Grand 
Company—The McDonnell Divorced. 


An interesting will case is on hearing before 
Judge Collins, brought to set aside the will of 
the late Madison Beal. He died in 1882, worth, 
as Was supposed, $40,000 to $50,000, but in the 
Probate Court his estate showed only about 
$8,000. From the evidence it appeared that he 
was married in Boston in 1829 to Tryphenia Mar- 
tin, and had one child. He separated from his 
‘wife about 1852, and in 1836 left Boston with a 
woman named Olive N. Goldwait and came to 
Chicago, where he went into the real-estate and 
loan business, having an office for many years in 
the Major Block. The bill is filed by the 
only daughter, her mother having died 
in 1872; against Olive N. Goldwait, or 
Olive N. Beal as she was known here, 
to set aside her father’s will. By his will, made 
in 1874, he gave half his property to Olive and 
the bulk of the rest to his daughter, but by a 
codicil made shortly before his death he gave ail 
his property to Olive, whom he claimed was his 
wife. His daughter denied this and claimed her 
father had never been married a second time. A 
large number of letters written by Beal and ex- 
tending over a period of thirty years were read. 


It seems that for many years after he left his 
wife he used to send her small sums of money, 
accompanied by letters which were models of 
brevity, not of affection. The following is a 
specimen: 

Ars. Beal: Incloséd you will find ey 


The defendant claimed that Beal .- 
that he was a divorced man and married her at 
the Winthrop House before a Justice of the 
Peace, but her certificate was destroyed in the 
great fire. The records of the City of Boston, 
however, showed no such divorce or marriage. 
The case was tried last summer and a decree 
rendered in favor of the daughter, holding the 
will of 1874 gooa, but the codicil invalid. 


Dickinson’s Many Heirs. 
The Bankers’ Life Association filed a bill yes- 
terday in the Superior Court against Mrs. Mary 


A. Livermore, Mrs. Frankie E. Snowe, Mrs. 


Ruah E. Dickinson, and others, representing 


that in August, 1884, it issued a certificate of 


membership and insurance to one Charles A. 
Dickinson, the policy being payable to his legal 
heirs. In June, 1886, Dickinson wrote that he in- 
tended to marry Mrs. M. A. Livermore and had 
made her one of his legal heirs by willing her the 
policy. A year later he wrote again, saying he 
had lost his certificate and asking for a dupu- 
cate, which the association refused to give be- 
cause no satisfactory evidence of the 
destruction of the original was shown. 
In September, 1887, Dickinson asked that the 
duplicate be made out in the nume of Mrs. 
Frankie E. Snowe, whom he intended to marry, 
and shortly afterward, in another letter, he said 
he had found the original certificate, given it to 
Mrs. Snowe, and had constituted her one of his 
legal heirs. Dickinson died last fall, leaving a 
child, a mother, and a sister. Mrs. Snowe has 
already notified the association that she holds the 
certificate and expects the money; the mother 
and sister have given warning that they will hold 
the company liable if it pays anything to Mrs. 
Snowe, and Mrs. Livermore has written to know 
how matters stand with regard to herclaims. A
